The senate committee on asylums says Los An- 
gweles has been sending its criminally insane to 
the state asylums and letting the State pay the 
bills instead of paying them itself, as the law 
provides in cases where criminals are also ad- 
judged insane. Ios Angeles simply sidetracks the 
criminal trial and sends the prisoner to the asylum 
as not being a ciiminal, specifying, however, that 
in case of cure the person is to be returned to 
lios Angeles county for trial on the criminal 
charge.

MOTOR BUS LINES TO BE TAXED 

Wednesday the matter of taxing motor vehicle 
transportation lines comes up in the legislature 
and a big scrap is on about it.
